CARBON MONOXIDE 


Carbon Monoxide is the gas that 
kills you when you run your motor 
car in an enclosed space such as a 
garuge with the doors closed. . The 
public should be educated on all 
phases of the hazard. Persons likely 
to come in close contact with high 
concentrations of carbon monoxide 
Such as policemen and firemen need 
especially to be informed of the haz- 
ard, ; 


The gas does not appear in nature; 
it resuits almost entirely from  in- 
complete oxidation or the burning of 
materia! containing carbon. It is pre- 
sent during é¢lectrical storms, when 
buildings burn up and after explos- 
ions and fires in mines. It is also 
produced in lime, brick and charcoal 
kilns; in the laboratory it is produc- 
éd by heating formic acid and oxalic 
acid with sulphuric acid. It is found 
in smoke and in: rooms which have 
been painted and sealed. It has,even 
been reported formed from burning, 
cigarettes, i

dangerous because it has no smell, It 
is colorless and should not be con- 

founded wih carbon dioxide gas, ‘the
